Senior citizens must 
File claims soon 


SACRAMENTO — State 
Controller Kenneth Cory 
today said many older 
Californians appear to be 
passing up their Senior Citi- 
zens Property Tax Assis- 
tance this year because of 
confusion created by Prop- 
osition 13. 

“A considerable drop in 
claims for assistance appa- 
rently results from an er- 
roneous belief that Proposi- 
tion 13 either eliminated the 
property tax assistance for 
older homeowners or re- 
duced taxes so greatly that 
the assistance is no longer 
important,” Cory said. 

“Not only is the program 
in full force, but this year it 
applies to 1977-78 roperty 
taxes paid before Proposi- 
tion 13 became effective. 
This will be the last oppor- 
tunity for older homeow- 
ners of limited income to 
get assistance with their 
higher tax bills.” 

Cory said homeowners 
over age 62 whose total 
household income is $12,000 
or less still have until Oc- 
tober 2 to file for property 
tax assistance for this year. 

“So far only about 229,000 
applications have been re- 
ceived as compared to 
280,000 at the samer point in 
the filing period last year, 
Cory said. ‘Almost 148,000 
claims have been paid at 
slightly over $39 million 
while last year at the same 
point there were almost 
229,000 paid claims totalling 
more than $56 million.’ 


The Franchise Tax 
Board, which administers. 
the Senior Citizens Prop- 
erty Tax Assistance, in 
mid-June had mailed claim 
forms and instructions to 
392,000 homeowners, in- 
cluding 334,000 who filed 


last year. 

“Usually about 10 begs 
of the claims are filed by 
newcomers to the program, 
but new applications this 
year are only five percent 
of the total,’ Cory said. “‘At

ALBANY — Albany pc 
officials recently enter

Alameda County Housing 
Authority whereby local re- 
sidents, who meet income 
requirements, can achieve 
significantly lower rents 
under Section 8 of the Fed- 
eral Housing Authority.

Kensington to get 
Street lights, maybe? 


KENSINGTON — The 
knotty problem of turning 
off street lights in unincor- 
porated areas of the county 
still has the board of super- 
visors all tied up. 


But an experimental 
Brogtant soon to be prop- 
osed for Kensington may 
hold the key to getting 
neighborhood streets il- 
luminated again. 


Because most of the 
street lighting districts 
throughout the county were 
caught short of funds when 
Prop. 13 passed June 4, the 
board was forced to order 
that some 4,000 lights be 
turned off by PG&E. The 
remaining 3,000 lights were 


y left on at intersections and 


other dangerous roadway 
locations. 


Since then the super- 
visors and county offices 
have been bombarded with 
angry residents who fear 
increased crime and other 

roblems due to the lights 

eing turned off in their 
neighborhoods. 


On Tuesday, County Pub- 
lie Works Director Vernon 
Cline told the board he will 
recommend next week that 
a special assessment dis- 
trict be established in Ken- 
sington with a user service 
charge placed on each resi- 
dence. Kensington has been 
particularly vocal in pro- 
testing the turning off of its 
lights. 


Cline said the matter

Fiscal crisis for 
Albany schools? 


By ROBERT KROLL 


ALBANY — Gov. Jerry 
Brown has signed into law a 
school aid bill that could 
spell financial disaster for 
the Albany schools, and 
hurt other East Bay dis- 
tricts as well. 

The bill, SB 1432, elimi- 
nates the special county tax 
revenues for  non- 
immigrant, non-citizen 
school children, and the 
measure applies retroac- 
tively to the 1977-78 fiscal 
year. 

Albany schools had al- 
ready budgeted $176,000 in 
revenue from this special 
aid category for 1978-79 and 
expected to be reimbursed 
that amount for last year. 
The total budget in Albany 
is only about $5 million. 

Albany has an unusually 
high number of non- 
immigrant children — the 
sons and daughters of 
foreign students who are 
residents of the UC- 
Berkeley Married Students 
Housing project. 

Richmond Unified 
schools, which expect to 
lose about $342,000 of a $57 
million budget for the cur- 
rent year, dispute the con- 
tention of the bill’s suppor- 
ters that the foreign stu- 
dents are no more of a fi- 
nancial burden on the 
schools than are citizens. 

“These kids are a bigger 
expense to us,’’ said 
Richmond schools spokes- 
man George Blumenson. 
Blumenson said the non- 
immigrant children, most 
of whom are Chinese and 
Vietnamese foster children, 
require more language 
counselling, nursing and 
other services than other 
children in the district. 

The Berkeley Unified 
School District will lose an 
estimated $275,000 out of a 
$41 million budget for the 
current school year. 

This legislation, authored 
by Sen. John Dunlap, 
D-Napa, was called correc- 
tive legislation and was in- 
tended to end what the 
Legislature considered 
“double-dipping” by school 
districts — collecting both 
regular state aid for educat- 
ing the children and the 
special county aid for the 
same children without any 
mandated special prog- 
rams. 

The bill passed through 
the Legislature on Sept. 1 
along with a raft of other 
legislation on that last day 
of the legislative session, 
and apparently many of the 
lawmakers did not realize 
the impact the retroactive 
provision would have.

BERKELEY — A new 
fast method for analyzing 
air pollution samples usin 
a cyclotron, was reveal 
today by a Lawrence Ber- 
keley Laboratory chemist 
at the 176th National Meet- 
ing of the American Chemi- 
= Society in Miami Beach, 


a. 

According to LBE nuclear 
chemist Samuel Mar- 
kowitz, professor of 
chemistry at the University 
of California, Berkeley, the 
technique can measure 
trace amounts of nitrogen, 
believed to be an important 
contributor to air pollution. 

Markowitz explained in a 
paper given at the meeting 
that the technique evolved 
when he and graduate stu- 
dent Mare Clemenson 
teamed up with the head of 
LBL’s Atmospheric Aerosol 
Research Group, Tihomir 
Novakov, to produce a 
method that could analyze 
the light elements in pollu- 
tion rapidly and without de- 
stroying the samples. Such 
a method is important to air 
pollution research because 
it is often necessary to 
examine the identical sam- 
ple with different tests. Air 
samples are also costly to 
collect. Conventional 
analysis techniques result 
in destruction of the light 
elements through combus- 
tion. The cyclotron activa- 
tion method avoids that, 
without requiring large 
amounts of valuable cyclot- 
ron time. 

Heavy elements can be 
analyzed quickly and non- 
destructively by scattering 
x-rays from them or by 
neutron reactions, but most 
of the important pollutants 
— nitrogen and sulfur 
oxides — are composed of 
light elements that cannot 
be detected by such ‘‘x-ray 
fluorescence”’ or “‘neutron

Only minor changes 
waterfowl regulations . 


ALBANY — The state 
Fish and Game Commission 
has adopted 1978-79 huntin 
regulations for waterfow 
and resident game birds 
largely unchanged from 
those for 1977-78. 

There will be straight 
93-day waterfowl seasons in 
all areas of the state and 
hunters again will be per- 
mitted seven ducks day, 
14 in possession. Restric- 
tions on canvasbacks, red- 
heads and hooded mergan- 
sers will continue. 

Goose limits will be basi- 
cally the same as in past 
years with six per day, six in 
possession except in the 
northeast where it will be 
three and six with provision 
for a daily bag of six if not 
more than three are dark 
and not more than three 
white. 

Season dates will be as fol- 
lows: 

Northeast — Ducks, 
coots, gallinules and 
jacksnipe, Oct. 14, 1978 - 
Jan. 14, 1979. 

Colorado River — Ducks, 
coots, gallinules and 
jacksnipe, Oct. 19Jan. 19; 
geese, Nov. 9-Jan. 7, 1979. 

Southern — Ducks, coots, 
gallinules and jacksnipe, 
Oct. 21-Jan. 21; geese, Oct. 
21-Jan. 21, except that sea- 
son for Canada geese and its 
subspecies will be from 
Nov. 11 through Jan. 21, but 
in that part of District 22 in 
the southern zone the season 
will be Oct. 28-Jan. 7. 

Central — Ducks, geese, 
coots, gallinules and 
jacksnipe, Oct. 21-Jan. 21. 

The reduced bag limit on 
Canada geese in the Col- 
orado River and southern 
California zones will remain 
in effect as will special clo- 
sures for the protection of 


the Aleutian Canada goose. 

Because of poor produc- 
tion on the Arctic nesting 
areas, there will be restric- 
tions on snow geese in 
northeastern California 
where the daily bag and 
possession limit will be one 
snow goose from Oct. 14 
through Nov. 9 after which 
the limit will be three. In 
central California the three 
white goose limit will be in 
effect through Dec. 25 witha 
limit of one thereafter. 

Regulations for coots, gal- 
linules, mergansers and 
jacksnipe will remain un- 
changed. 

Commissioners approved

LBL Director Andrew 
Sessler said Cairns will re- 
place Robert J. Budnitz, 
who, recently took a leave 
from the Laboratory to be- 
come deputy director of re- 
search for the U.S. Nuclear 
Regulatory Commission in 
Washington, D.C. 

As head of Energy and 
Environment, Cairns will 
be leading one of LBL’s 
largest divisions, with more 
than 50 ongoing research 
and development projects 
in such areas as solar 
energy, energy use and 
conservation, conversion of 
coal and biomass to fluid 
fuels, environmental re- 
search, energy data valida- 
tion and energy policy.

ALBANY — the Peralta 
Community College District 
has adopted a $55.8 million 
budget for the 1978-79 fiscal 
year, 

Vice Chancellor Elwood 
Hancock, in an introductory 
message given before trus- 
tee discussion, said that 
Peralta’s general operating 
budget is approximately 
$1.8 million under the 1977- 
78 level, 


“Proposition 13 has cut 
more than $9.9 million from 
the proposed budget, and 
Senate Bill 154 has replaced 
approximately $6.8 million 
of those lost funds through a 
one-time distribution of 
State surplus funds,” Han- 
cock said. 


Employe salary increases 
and sabbaticals have been 
eliminated. In addition, 
Peralta has absorbed a 13 
percent increase in the cost 
of employe benefits and 
normal inflationary in- 
creases in utilities, insur- 
ance premiums and other 
operating expenses. Re- 
serves in the District have 
dropped to their lowest level 
in several years. 

“Unless replaced from al- 
ternative sources,’’ Han- 
cock said, revenue losses 
resulting from Proposition 
13 could cause Peralta’s 
esd i een | budget to 

e cut by as much as 25 per- 
cent in future years. Reduc- 
tions of this size could havea 
serious effect on the educa- 
tional programs of this Dis- 
trict. In addition, Proposi- 
tion 13 has eliminated the 
override taxes that have 
supported Peralta’s child 
care and community ser- 
vices programs.”

Computers sometimes 


have negative impact 


IRVINE — A social scien- 
‘tist at the University of 
California at Irvine be- 
lieves that using computers 
to help run local govern- 
ments is not always a win- 
ning proposition, 

That view sounds mild 
enough, but it is in sharp 
contrast to popular belief 
about the efficiency and de- 
sirability of computers. 

Dr. James Danziger, as- 
sistant professor of social 
sciences, is not against 
using computers. In fact, 
the thrust of his research is 
in finding ways of making 
computers more efficient 
and less disruptive. He be- 
lieves, however, that cur- 
rent literature about com- 
puters presents a one-sided 
view. 

“There seem to be two 
types of people writing 
about computer use,” says 
Danziger. “One is the ven- 
dor who is selling the 
hardware and software. 
The other is the academi- 
cian who is strongly com- 
mitted to seeing computer 
use pushed to its furthest 
capacity.” : 

An article by Danziger 
points out inaccuracies and 
Inconsistencies 1n many 
widely believed theories 
about computer use. Pub- 
lished last year in the 
bimonthly Publie Ad- 
ministration Review, his 
article recently won top 
honors for being the most 
meritorious article pub- 
lished in that journal in 
1977. The article, ‘‘Comput- 
ers, Local Government and 
the Litany of EDP” (elec- 
tronic data processing) won 
the Marshall E. Dimock 
Award. 

The award was made by 
the American Society for 
Public Administration, 
which publishes the, jour- 
nal. The society is com- 
posed of practitioners — 
public service officials at 
all levels — and academi- 
cians doing research and 
teaching related to gov- 
ernment. 

In addition to his teaching 
duties in the School of So- 
cial Sciences, Danzinger is 
part of the UCI Public Pol- 
icy Research Organization 
(PPRQ), whose members 
research questions related 
to policy. 

Dr. Danzinger’s research 
on computer use is part of 
the PPRO research project 
called URBIS or Evaluation 
of Information Techtology 
in Local Government. The 


 URBIS project is supported

by funds from the National 
Science Foundation. 
Danizinger thinks ‘‘a cer- 
tain litany has developed 
surrounding computer use 
so that the negative aspects 
are rarely talked about... 
no one is willing to take a 
critical look at computers.”’ 
Reaction to his article has 
essentially been one of 
“great relief,’ he says. 
‘Coniments have poured in 
‘from all over the country. 
_ “People told me that 
_ what I wrote was more like

their own experiences. 
They found the article reas- 
suring because they 
learned their own frustra- 
tions and failures with 
computer systems were not 
unique, but were common,” 
he says. 

Danziger maintains that 
both sides of the issue must 
be discussed, particularly 
since computer use is grow- 
ing more important each 
year. County and city gov- 
ernments last year spent 
much more than $1 billion 
on electronic data proces- 
sing (EDP) systems. 

In his article Danziger 
points to a half-dozen 
examples of misleading, 
one-sided beliefs about 
computer use. One example 
is that most people believe 
EDP systems reduce staff 
members and cut costs. 

“Staff reductions are the 
exception on most of the 
more complex tasks which 
have been computerized,” 
writes the UCI professor. 
“Data coding and entr 
often involve more staff 
time per transaction than 
did the manual system.” 

He also pointed out that in 
the more political settings 
there is a certain reluc- 
tance among employers to 
eliminate the kinds of jobs 
that automation might af- 
fect, and that certain types 
of jobs are protected 
through civil service. Cost 
savings are usually linked 
to reductions ins taff. When 
staff is not reduced, costs 
are usually not reduced, 
either. Furthermore, those 
who operate the computer 
systems command sizeable 
salaries. 

Another assumption 
widely accepted by compu- 
ter users is that the elec- 
tronic systems turn ‘‘moun- 
tains of data into 
molehills.’’ But Danziger 
believes that the contrary is 
often the case. ‘Electronic 
data processing can indeed 
turn mountains of data into 
molehills, but it also has the 


tendency to turn mountains’ 


into mountain ranges,” he 
says. He explains that 
sometimes government 
system stimulates govern- 
ment employees into over- 
accumulation of unneces- 
sary data. 

Another assumption is 
that the computer system 
generates better informa- 


tion for making decisions.: 


But Danziger notes that 
data generated by comput- 
ers are neither better nor 
worse than information ob- 
tained through manual 
means. Deceptive reports, 
where the data are doc- 
tored, can be produced at 
least as easily with compu- 
ter systems as with manual 
systems as with manual 
systems, he says. . . 

Computer technology 
users also tend to believe 
that electronic systems in- 
crease supervisors’ 
abilities to manage subor- 
dinates. The computer al- 
lows more complex 
monitoring systems of

employee work. However, 
“most subordinates are un- 
comfortable, if not un- 
happy, with the increased 
measurement of their be- 
havior,” he says. 

Danziger adds that some 
employees believe they are 
being confronted with ‘Big 
Brother’’ and resent the 
extra scrutiny. Moreover, 
these systems typically rely 
on easily quantified mea- 
sures and are not sensitive 
to the quality of work per- 
formance. 


The solution is to develop 
work monitoring systems 
that are sensitive and that 
do not alienate the workers. 
However, he says he has 
found no such system in 
existence. 


Another widely accepted 
belief is that transfer of 
computer echneleyy 
among governments will 
prevent the’ continual “re 
vention of the wheel.’’ In 
practice, however, Dan- 
ziger discovered that suc- 
cessful transfers of 
software are rare. Trans- 
fers are generally not made 
because of a lack of 
adequate information, be 
cause technical problems 
arise or because many gov- 
ernments try to maintain 
their own uniqueness by re- 
jecting systems used 
elsewhere in favor of de 
veloping their own. 


“It is clear that EDP has 
enhanced the efficiency, 
speed and flexibility of 
some information proces- 
sing tasks,” Danziger says. 
“But there has been a 
rather uncritical accep- 
tance that long-run impacts 
of computer systems are 
overwhelmingly beneficial. 


“This acceptance has 
been a function of hope, of 
an information network 
heavily biased toward 
pjromotional EDP success 
stories and a lack of empir- 
ical research. There is evi- 
dence that the impacts of 
EDP upon many local gov- 
ernments are complex and 
might be, in part, nega- 
tive.”

office buildings, can either 
reflect or absorb as much 
as 90 percent of the heat and 
glare in the summer as well 
as prevent the loss of heat 
in the winter. 

In recent studies using 
computer models and in- 
struments that measure the 
performance of the thin 
coatings on glass, they also 
report that nearly transpa- 
rent sheets of gold-coated 
glass, previously used to 
de-ice aircraft windshields 
and ski goggles, can also 
provide winter insulation. 

The energy savings from 
such coated windows would 
vary depending on their lo- 
cation and the amount of 
heat or air conditioning 
used, says Steven Selkowitz 
of LBL’s Windows and 
Lighting Program. But 
over the lifetime of the 
building. he adds, it should 
invariably pay off. 

“The question is whether 
the builder wants to invest 
in a more expensive 
energy-conserving glass,’’ 
Selkowitz says. ‘‘Doing so, 
would mean expensive air 
conditioners and heaters 
could be reduced in size and 
annual operating costs low- 
ered, But many architects 
are unwilling to do this be- 
cause of the high initial 
costs of coated glass plat- 
ing.” 

Reflective glass costs $4 
to $6 per square foot, com- 

ared with $2 to $3 a square 
oot for clear glass, Reflec- 
tive coatings can also be 
applied to plastic films 
which are then glued to 
glass, resulting in some 
cost savings. 

But aside from the cost, 
says Selkowitz, an architect 
would have to determine 
which of the coatings would 
best suit the building, keep- 
ing in mind not oly energy 
savings, but comfort and 
appearance. 

“In a new building, this is 
one of the most difficult de- 
cisions to make,” he adds. 
“The coating is permanent 
and many times permanent 
coatings are not the best 
solution.’’ 

According to Selkowitz 
and colleagues Sam Ber- 
man, Joseph Klems and 
Mike Rubin, one solution 
would be for designers to 
specify reflective plastic |B 
films that can be rolled up 
and down to prevent heat 
loss from the window dur- 
ing the winter or night 
hours. The roll up shades 
are no different than the |f 
pe manent coatings in re- 

lecting ability and because 
they trap a small layer of 
air between the window and 
shade, their insulating abil- 
ity is slightly greater. 

Compared to a clear, 
single pane of glass, which 
reflects about eight percent 
of the sunlight, reflective 
films can reflect nearly 50 
percent. Furthermore, (
